(A.P.)—The greatest tragedy in the 
history of modern polar exploration 
was summed up here today by Lieut. 
Einar-Paal Lundborg, who passed twelve 
days on the ice with the five surviving 
refugees of the dirigible Italia. 

Fifteen men accompanied Gen, Um- 
berto Nobile in the big airship, but 
the probable death list now totals nine- 
teen. 

Nine rescuers have been lost. One 
mémber of the Italia was killed when 
the big ship crashed on the ice. Six 
others were carried away with the bal- 
loon part of the craft. Three started 
to walk to land. 

Only the leader of the expedition has 
been brought out. The fate of the five 
other survivors, all sick and one with 
a broken leg, depends upon the ability 
of ice breakers to reach their camp on 
a floe off Cape Leigh Smith. 

Two aviators, the Russian, Babushkin, 
and Lieut. Lundborg, went through exe 
treme peril in their rescue efforts. 
Babushkin was adrift five days in the 
polar seas, then managed to make his 
way back to the ice breaker Maligin. 
Lundborg was rescued by another 
Swedish filer, Lieut. Shyberg, who had 


helped bring out Nobile.

Lieut. Lundborg said that when he 
landed on the day he rescued Gen. 
Nobile he came down on the ice some 
distance from the tent. He was met 
by Lieut. Alfredo Viglieri, now in come 
mand of the group, and Giuseppe Biogt, 
the radio operator. 

With great difficulty they stumbled 
over the ice floes to the tent. There 
Gen. Umberto Nobile, bearded and 
dirty, fell in his arms weeping from 
mingled joy and distress and embrac- 
ing and kissing him. 

Lieut. Lundborg said he would never 
forget this reception. The condition 
of the tent baffled description and all 
of the Italians were more or less phy- 
sically and mentally ill from strain, ex- 
posure and lack of proper food. 


Kept Motors Running. 


The lieutenant said he kept the mo- 
tors of his plane running in order to 
insure against trouble in restarting 
them. He and Lieut. Shyberg carried 
and dragged Nobile to the plane, placed 
him in it and started back for Hinlopen 
Strait. The return flight was unevent- 
ful. 

After a brief stop at the base there, 
Lieut. Lundborg went back to the 
camp alone, hoping to bring out two 
of the Italians on that trip. But when 
he landed the second time the skiis 
on his plane cut through the soft snow 
and the machine turned over and was 
wrecked. 

One of the most harrowing incidents 
of this epic of the north was recorded 
at this stage. Under the most painful 
difficulties and by dint of tremendous 
effort the able-bodied refugees had 
carried Natale Ceccioni, the motor chief 
of the Italia who suffered a broken leg 
when the airship was wrecked, to the 
place where they expected the plane 
to land; but with the aircraft smashed, 
the sick and suffering engineer had to 
be left on one of the wings of the ma- 
chine until the next day. Then the 
tent-and the whole camp were moved 
to the plane, and the shelter was spread 
over Ceccioni’s couch on the wing of 
the plane. 

Days of Despair. 

Lieut. Lundborg gave his vivid dee 
scription of dreadful days of despair 
which followed. Fog prevailed daily 
and prevented rescue parties from see- 
ing them. Shifting winds loosened the 
ice around the camp, and the rising and 
falling of the floe added to the depress- 
ing misery of the party. The food be- 
gan to run low, and they were placed on 
short rations of chocolate, corned beef, 
biscuits and polar bear meat, 

The ice breaker Krassin was expected, 
but failed to appear. To make their 
distress more acute, they could see 
Cape Leigh Smith, on Northeast Land, 
only 10 miles away, but miles of such 
risk and tragic possibility that they 
dared not attempt to cover them, 

“I am glad now,” sald Lieut. Lund- 
borg, “that 1 resisted the temptation to 
try to walk to land, a temptation to 
which Dr. Finn Malmgren, Capt, Alber- 
to Mariano and Capt. Filippi Zappl 
succumbed.”

Another step in the great Federal 
construction program here will be 
taken the latter part of this month 
when Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
will select architects to prepare plans 
for four new monumental Government 
buildings. 

The four are as follows: Department 
of Justice Building, to be erected on 
the site of Center M1rket; Department 


of Labor Building, to be erected on 
the site of the Potomac Electric Power 
Co. plant; Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Building, to be erected at 
Twelfth and B streets, and the Inde- 
pendent Offices Building, which is to 
face on Twelfth street near the Inter- 
‘state Commerce Commission Building. 


Congress Furnishes Money. 


Just before it adjourned its last ses- 
sion, Congress appropriated $210,000 to 
pay for the preparation of the pre- 
liminary plans for the new buildings. 

It is expected that a different firm 
of architects will prepare the plans for 
each building. 

Once the plans are turned over to 
James Wetmore, supervising architect 
of the Treasury, he and his assistants 
will begin the task of estimating how 
much money will be needed to con- 
struct the buildings. 

These estimates will be turned over 
to Congress, and the next step will be 
enactment of a. measure authorizing 
construction of the buildings. 


Work Starts Soon. 


However, it probably will be two 
years or more before gectual construc- 
tion work is started. 

Meantime, work is going ahead on 
that part of the Federal program for 
which money has been appropriated— 
the Commerce Department Building, 
the Internal Revenue Building, and 
— Department of Agriculture Build- 

Thus far Congress has authorized 
$75,000,000 for the program, $50,000,000 
for construction and $25,000,000 for the 


purchase of private property in the 
Pennsylvania avenue-Mall Triangle. 


HEAT WAVE TO STAY 
LONGER, FORECAST

be no immediate relief from the heat 
wave. 


The Weather Bureau forecast was for 


partly cloudy skies last night and to- 
day, with local thundershowers this 


afternoon, gentle south and southwest 
winds, but little change in tempera- 
ure. 


With the setting of the sun, how- 
ever, breezes became more refreshing, 
and a nine-degree drop to 75 degrees 
had been registered by 10 o’clock last 
night. This respite is expected to be 
but temporary, according to the Weather 
Bureau, and as today progresses the 
mercury is again expected to rapidly 
rise, as no real break in the heat wave 
is yet in sight. 

Cool air from the North or North- 
west, of which there is no indication, 
is needed to effectually break the heat 
Wave, and the temporary relief of last 
night was afforded only by the over- 
cast skies and rain. 

Dr. C. L. Mitchell, forecaster of the 
United States Weather Bureau, yester- 
day attributed the origin of the heat 
wave that is enveloping a large portion 
of the country to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Heated air from the gulf passes across 
Texas and the Midwest, where it is 
further heated during the long days, 
Mitchell explained, and, not having an 
opportunity to cool during the short 
nights, continues to gain heat and 
spread across the country as a heat 
wave. 

The duration may be from two or 
three days.to a week or more, depend- 
ent upon the wave meeting and mixing 
with the cool air from the North. The 
present heat wave is not unusual at 
this time of the year, Dr. Mitchell 
points out, but is typical of the season.

CAMP AIMS ARE OUTLINED 


Fort Eustis, Va., July 10.—The more 
than 1,000 youths from the District of 
Columbia and nearby States who are 
attending the Citizen’s Military Train- 
ing Camp here today took the oath of 
allegiance to the United States and the 
flag. The oath was administered by 
Lieut. Col. C. B. Moore, of the Thirty- 
fourth Infantry after impressive cere- 
monies on the parade ground. 

Representative Andrew Jackson Mon- 
tague, former governor, delivered the 
principal address. In it he declared 
that while all normal men and women 
and all good soldiers desire peace, they 
likewise desire that if war should come 
their country be prepared for it. 

“We as a Nation love peace,” Repre- 
sentative Montague said, “and our ear- 
nest prayer is always that war will not 
come. While we have peace we hear no 
cry for war, and there must be no 
such cry, but experience has taught us 
that if war does grip us in its merciless 
throes we must be ready for it and 
must have a citizenry at least fairly 
well enough trained to rally speedily 
and effectively to the defense of their 
native land.” 

The purposes and aims of the camp 
were outlined to the citizen soldiers 
and to the hundreds of guests at the 
ceremony by Col. J. P. Tracy, comman- 
dant of the post and commanding offi- 
cer of the camp. The camps, he sald, 
are designed to educate the young men 
not only in the military arts but in 
citizenship as well. Representative H. 
Otis Bland, of Virginia, also addressed 
the students. 


23,901 Citizen Soldiers 
Train at Camps in U. S. 


With 35 citizens’ military training 
camps throughout the Nation already 
in full operation and sixteen camps yet 
to open, the War Department was ad- 
vised yesterday that 23,901 students are 
enrolled in the camps now open, 

The War Department received a total 
of 55,826 applications for entrance to 
the camps and 36,297 students were 
accepted. The sixteen camps yet to 
open will quarter 12,396 students. The 
training period in all camps is 30 days. 

The largest enrollment reported is 
that of Fort Benjamin Harrison, In- 
diana, where 1,559 young men are be- 
coming accustomed to the “Army life.” 
Camp Knox, Ky., ranks second, with an 
enrollment of 1,500. The enrollment 
of the near-by camps are: Fort Wash- 
ington, Md., 744; Fort Howard, Md., 
572; Fort Hoyle, Md., 590; Fort Eustis, 
Va., 1,357; Fort Monroe, Va., 464, and 
Fort Myer, Va., 175.

REPORTED UPHELD

Miss Savidge’s Charges Are 
Rejected in Report 
of Majority. 


LABOR MEMBER URGES

Many Matters Need Attention,

London, July 10 (A.P.).—London’s 
police are upheld, with certain reserva- 
tions, in the majority report of the 
commission appointed to investigate 
the widely discussed Savidge case, it 1s 
stated on reliable suthority.

But the re- 
rort will suggest certain modifications 
in police procedure where statements 
are required from witnesses whose per- 
sonal characters might be involved in 
the inquiries made. The report is 
signed by Sir Elden Bankes, chairman 
of the commission, and J. J. Withers, a 
member of parliament from Cambridge 
University. 

Denied by Laborite, 


The minority report, filed by H. B. 
Lees Smith, a Labor member for 
Keighley,. appears to challenge the 
basic conclusions of that brought in 
by the two other members of the 
commission. It criticizes the police in 
certain aspects of the case and rejects 
their evidence. Comment also is made 
on the extent to which the liberty of 
British subjects.is involved in the 
whole episode and suggests that there 
are many matters of police adminis- 
tration urgently demanding the grave 
attention of the authorities. 

The Savidge case, arising from Miss 
Savidge’s arrest in Hyde Park on a 
charge of improper conduct, raised an 
important debate in British life, the 
newspapers and  parilfament. The 
charges against Miss Savidge and Sir 
Leo Money were dismissed by a magis- 
trate, but later, it was alleged, Miss 
Savidge was called before two police 
officers and put through a form cf 
“third degree,” involving a “demon- 
stration of what happened in Hyde 
Park.”

The 15,000 estimate for July is based 
on thousands of applications already 
received. A year ago 14,831 applications 
were filed during the same month. In 
1925 there were 13,830, and in 1926 
14,007. The increase in summer travel 
likewise has been noticeably steady in 
other months, officials asserted. 

For March, April, May and June, the 
total for the year is 111,731, as com- 
pared with 105,376 in 1927 and 101,117 
in 1926. March of 1928 showed a slight 
decrease as compared to March, 1927, 
with a like situation in April, but In 
May the passports issued this year 
amounted to 37,648, more than 5,000 
more than 1927, when 32,863 were is- 
sued, and nearly 6,000 better than two 
years. ago. 

In 1926 the figures were: March, 
16,502; April, 27,239; May, 31,460, and 
June, 25,916. For 1927 the figures are: 
March 17,556; April, 7,144; May, 
32,663, and June, 27,813. 

This year puts March at 17,334, a 
slight decline; April, 27,008, a decline 
from both 1926 and 1927; May, 37,648, 
@ record breaker for all time; and June, 
29,651, another record. 

The May figure is the highest for 
the same month of any year since pass- 
ports have been issued, and is the 
highest single month on record. The 
months of March, April, May and June 
also set a recerd unequaled by any 
other four months’ period on record.

Vienna, July 10.—Sensational re- 
ports of almost miraculous cancer cures 
from the General Hospital at Maribor, 
a Jugoslav frontier town, are arousing 
deep interest in the medical world 
here. It seems that a public-school 
teacher named Poljschak discovered a 
preparation, consisting of a mixture of 
vegetable juices and etheric olls, called 
abjinin, which he applies in various 
doses according individual cases. 
The fact that Poljschak, a layman, was 
invited by the doctors of the Maribor 
Hospital to experiment with his meth- 


ods on patients who are under their 
professional supervision, has created a 
situation without precedent in this 
part of Europe. It is not like profes- 
sional medical men to be so complal- 
sant toward an outsider, and it shows 
that he must be more than a mere 
quick-cure cancer quack, 

If the rts can be trusted, Polj- 
schak, who in his forties, has been 
studying cancer and tuberculosis more 
than 20 years and has achieved as- 
tonishing results. His preparation is 
alleged to cure internal cancer within 
from three to six months and cutane- 
ous cases within as many weeks, and 
it is declared that age is no hindrance, 
as sufferers up to 70 years old have 
been cured. 

Poljschak, who is said to be extremely 
particular as to the cases he takes, will 
not accept patients without medical 
certificates attesting that they are 
actually sufferers from the disease and 
insists that unfortunates having inter- 
nal cancer bring him X-ray pictures. 

A group of doctoy¢s attempted to get 
a license for the establishment of a 
sanatorium in which Poljschak could 
proceed with his treatments, but the 
Jugoslavian authorities refused to 
grant it and forbade the teacher to go 
on with his work. The local board of 
health then staged a scientific test 
and 26 incurable cases from the gen- 
eral hospital were handed over to 
Poljschak. Hundreds of cancer pa- 
tients are said to be waiting outside the 
hospital for their turns.

Krassin is Held Up. 


Moscow, July 10 (A.P.).—The ice- 
breaker Krassin has been halted by the 
ice and can make no further progress 
toward the camp of the vigiierl group 
of Nobile’s survivors until weather con- 
ditions permit a survey from the alr. 
This was all reported to the soviet res- 
cue commission today by Prof. Samol- 
lovitch, leader of the expedition.

Steele. 

Mr. Howard's statement said no date 
for the committee meeting had been 
set, “but I shall call it at the earliest 
possible moment,” and that he would 
“insist that the committee adhere to 
its rules and declare Mr. Upshaw in- 
eligible to make the race as a Demo- 
crat under the rules of the State Dem- 
ocratic committee.” 

“I feel that Mr. Upshaw is not en- 
titled to a place on the Democratic 
ticket under his own statement,” Mr.

GEORGIA POSTMASTER

Atlanta, Ga., July 10 (A.P.).—The 
Senate inquiry into alleged irregulari- 
ties in Republican patronage gathered 
momentum today, when with the 
Georgia hearing two-thirds completed, 
the subcommittee announced the Gov- 
ernment planned to ask immediate 
grand jury investigation of similar 
charges in Mississippi. 

The announcement, coming during a 
slashing session of the initial inquiry 
here today, said that Mrs. Mabel Walk- 
er Willebrandt, Assistant United States 
Attorney General, was en route to 
| Biloxi, Miss., to request grand jury 
action. 

Mass of Evidence In. 


A mass of testimony affirming and 
denying that the Republican organiza- 


tion in Georgia had dispensed post- 
office patronage for financial consid- 
erations crowded the docket with sen- 
sations at the second day’s hearing 
here. 

S. N. Thompson, postmaster at East 
Point, Ga., a Republican, told the 
committee that he had contributed 5 
per cent of his salary to the party or- 
ganization and did not think he could 
hold his office unless he made the pay- 
ments. He said many other postmas- 
ters felt as he did. 

L. L. Spence, Ball Ground, Ga., tes- 
tified that John W. Martin, treasurer 
of the Georgia central committee, asked 
him for $500 to secure the reappoint- 
ment of Mrs. Spence as postmistress 
at that place. He said he declined to 
pay it. Inquiry from committeemen 
brought out that Mrs. Spence did not 
get the job. Occupying the stand for 
the larger part of the session, Roscoe 
Pickett, chairman of the central com- 
mittee, stoutly denied any knowledge 
of alleged assessments and collections, 
but admitted that he once received a 
contribution by mail from a man at 
Blairsville, Ga., which, he said, he re- 
turned with the advice that any vol- 
untary contributions should be sent 


to the treasurer. 
Davis Letter Introduced, 


Ben J. Davis, negro, former national 
committeeman, *who yesterday denied 
that he had ever accepted any contribu- 
tions from applicants for postal pogi- 
tions, was drawn into the picture to- 
day when Senator Walter F. George, 
Georgia, assisting the inquiry, placed 
in the record a letter to the central 
committee's treasurer signed by Davis. 

The letter reminded the treasurer of 
the ‘Gunnels-Tennille affair” and re- 
quested that Martin ask Gunnels, who 
had been an applicant for the post- 
office at Tennille, to come and get a 
contribution, which the letter stated 
Gunnels had left with Davis, who 
turned it over to the treasurer.

Pickett underwent a slashing investi- 
gation, particularly at the hands of 
Senator Locher, Democrat, Ohio, who 
demanded of the chairman why he 
knew nothing about the regular con- 
tributions disclosed by the treasurer’s 
card index.

SENATOR ROBINSON 
SEES PERIL IN SOUTH 


Would Place Headquarters or 
Bureau There to Combat 
Opponents in Field. 


New York, July 10 (A.P.).—Radiating 
a fighting spirit, the chieftains of De- 
mocracy, headed by Gov. Smith, as- 
sembled here tonight to map out a 
plan of campaign designed to carry the 
party to victory in the November vot- 
ing battle. 


The list of those answering mustcr 
tonight included the governor, Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
vice presidential nominee, and Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missouri, the out- 
standing opponent of Smith in the 
preconvention fight. 

Reed, now a champion of the cause 
of the party, was invited personally by 
the New York Governor, who desires 
to discuss prospective plans with the 
Missourian who for years has been a 
positive factor in Democratic circles. 

In addition to Robinson and Reed, 
those on hand also included virtually 
all members of the newly elected Demo- 
cratic national committee, which upon 
meeting tomorrow will be called upon 
to select a permanent chairman to take 
charge of the administering of party 
affairs for the next four years. 

While itis not Known to what extent 
Senator Reed will participate in the 
activities centering around the actual 
committee work, it is expected that he 
will confer with a number of its mem- 
bers as to strategic campaign plans. 


Reed and Smith Talk. 


Although the Democratic standard 
bearer has had little to say regarding 
the working out of campaign plans or 
the selection of a committee chairman. 
he undoubtedly will be the _ pivot 
around which all else will revolve. 

It is regarded as a foregone 
clusion that the new chairman. who- 
ever it may be, will be in sympathy 
with Smith's position and prepared to 
go the limit in carrying out such sug- 
gestions as he may make for running 
the campaign. 

Senator Reed came to New York 
the invitation of the Democratic nomit- 
nee. He had expected to confer with 
the governor tonight, but some time 
after the senator's arrival it was an- 
nounced that the conference would 
take place tomorrow morning. Senator 
Reed said he did not know just what 
they would discuss, 

“I shall do everything in my power 
in this campaign,” the senator said. 

Senator Reed went at once from the 
Grand Central Station to his room at 
the Hotel Biltmore. There he was 
joined by Norman L. Mack, Democrat'c 
national committeeman from New 
York, and other members of Gov 
Smith's campaign organization.’ They 
wlked over conditions generally until 
Go”. Smith arrived at his suite in the 
hotel. 

The Arkansas senator, who was per- 
manent chairman of the Houston con- 
vention, issued a statement in which 
he urged the national committee to 
consider the advisability of establishing 
a Southern headquarters to combat 
what he saw as an organized effort 
in several Southern States to defeat 
the Democratic national ticket.

BOY SCOUTS GIVE HUGE 


BROWN DERBY 10 SMITH 


Governor, Visiting Camp, 
Urges Youngsters to Build 
Up Morally and Physically. 


Civic BADGE IS AWARDED 


New York, July 10 (A.P.).—The 
American boy held first place in the 
thoughts of Gov. Smith today as he 
dismissed political cares and made an 
annual pilgrimage to a big camp of 
youngsters near the Hudson. 

The Democratic presidential nomli- 
nee for the sixth consecutive year vis- 
ited the encampment of the Boy Scouts 
in the Bear Mountain Park highlands 
to the west of the river. He stayed 
there two hours, apparently enjoying 
it as much as the boys, and before 
he departed he made a brief speech 
in which he urged American youth to 
build mentally and physically for the 
battle tomorrow out in the world. 

Gov. Smith not only found a crowd 
of happy youngsters on vacation at 
the camp, but a group of influential 
men of the New York business world, 
who had taken the day off and had 
gone up the river to inspect the, camp 
and size up the. work done there. They 
were guests of Barron Collier, one of 
the leaders in the Boy Scout move- 
ment, and went to and from camp 
aboard Mr. Collier’s yacht. The New 
York Governor stopped off on his way 
by automobile from Albany to this 
city, where tomorrow he will confer 
on campaign plans with members of 
the Democratic national committee. 

As the governor and his party reached 
Bear Mountain Park in midafternoon 
a storm broke. It subsided, however, 
and part of the ceremonies at the 
scouts’ encampment were in the open, 
despite a steady drizzle. One of the 
youngster’s stunts was to present to 
their guest, whom they styled “Chief 
Good Scout,” the biggest brown derby 
on record—five feet long and four feet 
high, and of their own make.

Palo Alto, C alif., july 10 (A.P.).—The 
home-coming of Herbert Hoover to re- 
ceive official notice of his nomination 
for President by the Republicans will 
be made the occasion for two public 
demonstrations. 

When Mr.

Hoover arrives at Palo 
the afternoon of July 20 a 
popular and informal reception will 
await him. When he ts officially noti- 
fied of his nomination it is planned to 
have as many thousands of his fellow 
Californians present as possible. To 
this end the ngtification will take place 
in Stanford University Stadium, which 
seats 90,000 persons. The notification 
will take place August 11.

FRENCH ATTORNEYS ASK 
U. S. FIRM INVESTIGATION 


Request That American Law- 
yers Guilty of Unprofes- 
sional Acts Be Cited. 


Paris, July 10 (A.P.).—Premier Poin- 
care personally inspired the action of 


the Minister of Justice, Louis Barthou, 
in starting an investigation into the 
“Quick American Divorce Organization.’ 
Another development today was that 
prominent French lawyers, forming an 
unofficial committee, are drafting a let- 
ter to the bar association requesting 
that the activities of American law 
firms in Paris employing French attor- 
neys be looked into, 

Poincare some months ago wrote a 
personal letter to the president of the 
court of cassation, complaining of the 
glaring publicity given particularly 
speedy American divorcees. In his let- 
ter he expressed the desire that the 
practice of granting easy divorces to 
Americans be stopped. A few weeks 
later Barthou's investigation began. 
Three well-known French lawyers— 
two of them counsel for large American 
financial interests in France—informed 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press that they did not think it fair 
that French attorneys should be placed 
before the world as accepting or giving 
bribes while American law firms in 
Paris hiring French legal talent and 
supplying “speed money,” should not 
be disturbed. 


Embassy Inquiry is Denied. 


They are preparing a letter to the 
Paris Bar Association, which will be for- 
warded tomorrow, asking that “the 
source of the slush fund be looked Into, 
and if American law firms in Paris are 
found guilty of unprofessional acts they 
should be referred to their own Dar 
association.”

Masts of Rofa Are Snapped 
Off in Storm; Rockets 
Brought Aid. 


WOMAN’S COURAGE TOLD 


Bayc one, N. J., July 10 (A.P.).—Five 
men and » woman they called “as good 
as any me~ on board” were back on 
shore tonight, rescued at sea after drift- 
ing in midocean for nine hours in a 
dismasted and storm-tossed yacht. 


They were the crew of the $300,000 
yecht Rofa, which was lost at sea 800 
miles east of New York while taking 
part in the transatlantic race for the 
Queen Victoria Cup. Thr woman is 
Mrs, William Roos, wife of the yacht’s 
captain, who worked side by side with 
the men in clearing the tangled wreck- 
age from the rolling craft and trying to 
make it seaworthy after the storm. 
They landed from the oil steamer 
Tuscaror, which brought them to port 
after their yacht sank 

The first squall struck the yacht at 
10:15 o’clock on the morning of Friday, 
July 6, and both masts snapped off 20 
feet from the deck. Mrs Roos was on 
deck and she immediately turned to 
with the men to cut away the swinging 
spars and canvas, At 2:30 in the after- 
noon the deck was clear, although 
other squalls had been experienced and 
the yacht pitched. 

Until 7:15 at night the Rofa drifted 
before Charles Townsend, of Boston, 
sighted the Tuscarora about 5 miles 
off The sea was by that time calm ex- 
cept for the swell. Townsend and Ed- 
win Hotchkiss, of Naughton, Mich., 
sent up half a.dozen rockets and the 
tanker responded. Because of an ap- 
proaching storm the crew of the dis- 
abled yacht was induced to go aboard 
the steamer. 

Early the following morning the 
yacht, which had been taken in tow, 
was torn loose during a heavy storm 
and thick weather. Capt. A. W. Hart, 
of the steamer, proceeded when he felt 
certain the yacht had sunk. 

The others in the Rofa’s crew besides 
the Rooses, Townsend and Hotchkiss 
were Walter Schoeler, of New York, and 
Raymond Couge, of Mamaroneck, N. Y.

All of today’s session was taken up 
with the examination of poll tax col- 
lectors, some of whoin acted as regis- 
trars of voters preliminary to the No- 
vember election of 1926 

Poll tax collectors are appointed by 
the receiver of taxcs. All persons who 
do not pay a real estate tax are re- 
quired to pay a poll tax of 25 cents a 
year before they can vote. Under the 
law a poll tax must be paid by the 
voter and not by any other person or 
organization. Dlegal payment of sucn 
ax, according to Wilson’s counsel, 
voids the vote that is cast

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CAMPAIGN MACHINERY. 


The fact that there have been a few squeaks 
and some clashing of gears in the Republican 
political machine during its organization period 
has caused some. pessimistic individuals to 
forecast a lack of harmony in the forces sup- 
porting Hoover. Some contusion 
has existed no doubt. The difficulty has been 
in interpreting the statements of Dr. Hubert 
Work and reconciling themewith some 6f the 
remarks that-have been made by his associates. 
It is, however, likely that the application of a 
little oil, represented in this instance by time, 
wil] work out any friction that may exist. The 
idea of the Republicans going through a na- 
tional campaign at cross purposes can hardly 
be supported by precedeygt, 

It is only natural that there should be some 
confusion in the initia] stages of organization, 
following the conventions. The supporters of 
Gov. Smith have not been free from similar 
dissension. Immediately following the return 
of the Democratic forces from Houston, it was 
announced that there was a decided difference 
of opinion among the Tammany leaders and 
the Proskauer-Moskowitz faction as to the form 
and policies to be adopted in the Democratic 
campaign. No split among the supporters of 
Gov. Smith need be expected because of these 
divergent views. The Democrats will reconcile 
their differences after a few family conferences. 

It is pot hard to trace the causes which con- 
tribute to these seeming rough spots. The 
beginning of a presidential campaign is only 
the first step in a struggle for preferment. 
Prior to the nomination the supporters of the 
successful candidates are united in their efforts 
to swing the necessary number of delegates. 
At that stage of the battle the candidate has 
little to give, and is usually willing to accept 
all of the assistance he can get. When nomi- 
nation has become an accomplished fact the 
situation is reversed. The candidate becomes 
the giver and the difficulty arises of harmoniz- 
ing the ambitions of those leaders who con- 
sider that their allegiance entitles them to 
posts of the greatest importance. The fact 
that some men view the places that they ob- 
tain now in the light of what they may expect 
in the event their man reaches the Presidency 
does-not make matters any the easier, 

The period marks for both candidates only 
a foretaste of what they may expect in the 
event of their election. The Presidency can 
not be won without an acceptance of the re- 
sponsibility that goes with it. The pressure 
for place and power which is exerted against 
the nominees increases many times as sOvn as 
a man enters the White House. The very pos- 
sibility of success, which both sides harbor, 
makes any flare-ups at the present time of 
minor importance. The gifts at the dispvusal 
of Secretary Hoover and Gov. Smith now are 
as nothing compared to what one of them will 
have to distribute next March, and it is to 
that day that their followers are looking. They 
will not prejudice that prospect by pouting 
over minor dissatisfactions during the cam- 
paign.

AIRPORT DELAY. 


The Baltimore municipal airport project is 
being pushed rapidly forward. At the present 
moment only routine approval by United 
States Army officials is needed before the Bal- 
timore Board of Estimates will be asked to 
grant authorization for the purchase, The 
board, it is said, will authorize purchase of the 


land in short order and it is expected that con- 
struction forces will be put to work before 
the summer is over. In the meantime Wash- 
ington is no further advanced in its municipal 
airport project than it was a year ago. There 
will be an airport some day, no doubt, but 
whether it can be constructed in time to meet 
the competition of previously established air- 
ports in the vicinity is another matter. 

It is unfortunate that major District projects 
are dependent largely upon the sessions of 
Congress. When Congress is not in session 
nothing can be done that has not previously 
been authorized. Valuable time is being wasted 
in which plans for the local airport could be 
formulated. Until December, however, Wash- 
ington must mark time while Baltimore digs 
in. The District is fortunate, however, that 
it possesses Bolling Field. For the time being 
permission to alight on this field has been 
granted the air mail] planes, and commercial 
planes too large to use the smaller local fields 
are granted its facilities. This is only a tem- 
porary arrangement, however. Bolling Field 
was laid out to serve the Army aviation serv- 
ice and commercial utilization of it is only by 
sufferance, 

A bill to establish a municipal airport will 
be introduced to Congress next December. It 
demands attention. Washington, the National 
Capital, must not lose the place to which ii is 
entitled upon the commercial airway 
the United States. Local air traffic, freight, 
mail and passenger, should not have to 
dispatched ‘‘via train or bus to Baltimore.”

When 
the games were first refiewed at Athens the 
team which represented this Nation was drawn 
largely from one or two Eastern colleges and 
a few of the big athletic clubs in the same 
section. Today every part of the country will 
have representatives on the team. The Pacific 
Coast has for several years been most active 
in producing phenomenal track and field 
athletes. The Middle West has had numerous 
challengers for more than a decade, and this 
year the South and Southwest, which in the 
past have sent few men to the games, are 
represented by seven of the squad to make 
the trip. 

The broader interest and participation is, of 
course, a healthy sign, Membership on the 
Olympic Team is the final hall-mark of a great 
athlete. There should be neither question nor 
suspicion as to the eligibility of any of the 
athletes. Decision on disputed amateur 
standing should be openly arrived at By those 
in control.

His outspoken frank- 
ness led to his defeat for reelection, but it 
stands as a monument to his name that history 
will not forget, . 

Senator Chamberlain as much as any one 
man in the Senate saw the necessity of pre- 
paring the United States for war after Europe 
took up arms. In sharp contrast to the pacifist 
sentiments which ruled the House military 
affairs committee, Senator Chamberlain, at 
the head of the similar body in the Senate, 
worked ineessantly to bring about a state of 
preparation for war in the United States. He 
gladly accepted and advaneed the conscription 
| theory for the establishment of an Americab 
army. He labored unceasingly to speed the 
dispatch of men and munitions to France after 
war had been declared between this country 
and Germany. 

His split with President Wilson grew out of 
Senator Chamberlain's belief that the best use 
was not being made ‘by the military arm of the 
Government of the facilities which Congress 
had placed at its disposal. In a speech in 1918 
he charged that the military establishment had 
“fallen down” and “stopped functioning.” He 
“spoke as the representative of thousands of 
Americans who believed that the need for in- 
creased efficiency in our preparations was 
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Senator Chamberlain’s charges. The latter in 
turn- defended himself in a four-hour speech 
citing concrete instances on which he based 
his belief, That speech did not mend the 
friendship which had existed between Senator 
Chamberlain and President Wilson, but it led 
to numerous military reforms. In a life 
marked by lengthy and devoted public service, 
Senator Chamberlain’s courage in this one in- 
stances stamped him as a great man, 


STARK TRAGEDY. 


It is a dreary, discouraging story that Lieut. 
Finar-Paal Lundborg sends out of'the Arctic. 
The five survivors of the ill-fated Italian ex- 
pedition/are ill with fever and most of them 
show signs of partial insanity. The ice is 
breaking fast. It is no longer possible to send 


big planes to their relief. Operation of tiny 


sport planes even is fraught with danger. If 
the companions of Nobile are to be rescued, 
he says, it will have to be accomplished by the 
Russian ice-breaker Krassin.

Dr. Finn Malm- 
gren, who with two conppanions started across 
the ice in an attempt to reach civilization, has 
not been spotted by any of the several parties 
that have been searching for him. This brave 
little band also undoubtedly has perished, and

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CROP INSURANCE. 

Damage from drought, excessive moisture, 
extremes in heat or floods and insect 
enemies are the most outstanding elements of 
uncertainty which surround the agricu!tur- 
ist in his efforts to make a living from the 
soil. In addition to these hazards which may 
not be provided against physically is the 
hazard from uncertain marketing. While 
danger from crop damage is largely. an indi- 
vidual risk, the uncertainty of the market is 
something which has to be faced by all. The 
ability put the product upon the 
market or assurance that it will be profitably 
absorbed depends wholly upon a network of 
related conditions in the general fleld of pro- 
duction and of consumption. 

Crop insurance, as proposed by experts, 
finds response upon the part of the insurance 
companies. The element of natural risk may 
be computed; fluctuations in marketing 
provided for by insurance to cover 
thirds or three-fourths of the yield. Climatie 
and other hazards thus might conceivably be 
provided against s® as to relieve the farmer of 
much of the uncertainty which surrounds his 
calling. As yet there is only of 
effective farm insurance, that hail, 
which is very generally carried. 

In other industries protection against every 
imaginable danger of physical loss and bus- 
iness risk is coveted by insurance, but the 
farmer, whose hazards are beyond his control. 
has not yet become instructed as to the field 
of protection that may be built up for him 
also, so that, despite favorable prices annually 
made, agriculturists suffer financial loss. If 
the demand is aroused for insurance to cover 
methods for meeting the demand will 
certainly be devised. In the view of those 
who have gone into the mafter thoroughly the 
insuring of crops presents no greater difficul- 
ties for the insurance companies than other 
forms of industrial insurance for which the 
tables have been prepared and which is regu- 
larly written. 
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PINE FOR PROFIT. 
An industry that can mature at the maxi- 


mum in the course of from 15 fo 


or 


25 years, 
with success virtually assured and the mar- 


ket waiting, is presented by the commer- 


cial growing of pines in the South. Providing 
masts for the king’s ships closed with the 
colonial era and the drafting upon forests for 
straight poles for sailing vessels measurably 
passed away with the passing of the sailing 
fleets that once put out from the Eastern 
seaboard by the thousand. Notwithstanding, 
the cutting of timber has gone on until the 
problem of replacement is as much to the fore 
in the Southern timber regions as elsewhere in 
the United States. The mere fact of reforesta- 
tion as a kind of sentimental and frugal under- 
taking is apart from the specific growth of 
pines for the market which is known and 
waiting. ) 

The variety of uses to which the Southern 
pine is put show the markets which may be 
tapped by those who have entered seriously 
upon growing pines for profit. Southern pine 
produces turpentine in fifteen years and is 
large enough then for cordwood, pulpwood 
and ‘poles. Experiments have been under- 
taken to fix the resin in pine and turn scrub 
pine into hardwood capable of taking a polish 
like that of rosewood or other fine woods. The 
end sought is to make pine decay-resisting and 
thus to solve the problem of replacement of 
railroad ties and telegraph poles, except at 
long intervals. 

Even without any further outlook for the 
use. of pine than is at present offered the 
enterprise affords to the people of the yellow 
pine regions a new outlet. The millwork 
manufacturers are interested and the Govern- 
ment has provided in a publication issued by 
the Forestry Service information to guide those 
who see in this form of enterprise a method 
of turning, natural values into practical and 
substantial profit while at the same time aid- 
ing in preserving rain precipitation and the 
support of wild life, fish, game and fur-bearing

WHOSE FAULT? 

Whose fault is it that every city is 
obliged to assign no small proportion 
of its police force and devote much of 
the time of its courts to the work of 
looking after. violators of its traffic 


regulations? asks the Columbes Dis-'|* 


patch. Whose fault but that of the 
violators themselves? It is easy, there- 
fore, to answer the question who should 
justly be required to pay the expense 
thus caused. 

New York City twelve years ago set 
up a special traffic court to handle the 
cases Of traffic law offenders. During 
the first six months of this court’s ex- 
istence it handled 549 cases. During 
the first six months of the current 
year the number of cases heard was 
52,549, and the total income from fines 
during the twelve years has been §$3,- 
848,964. 

The cost of maintaining the traffic 
court is not given in the information 
at hand, but an average of $320,747 
per/year collected from these offenders 
must surely be making them pay a 
very large share of the expense which 
their carelessness, recklessness and 
sometimes positive criminality cause. 

Almost every large city, if sufficiently 
careful in its police and court expenses

Answer—A dry skin wrinkles more 
quickly than an oily one. Thirty-one 
is early for wrinkles. You should take 
every precaution to keep yc :r skin well 
nourished, soft and pliable. 

Your face and neck should be 
cleansed and massaged .every night. 
Cleanse the skin with cold cream or a 
Cleansing oii. (I am inclined to think 
that the latter would be best for your 
type of dry, sensitive skin.) Wipe off 
the excess cream ofr oil, wring out a 
heavy towel in hot water and apply it 
to the face and neck. This will open 
the pores and elax the tissues. Re- 
peat the hot application three or four 
times. 

Now apply a good massage cream, 
using an upward, rotary motion and 
employing the finger tips for the mas- 
gage.

GIVE INTESTINAL FLU ABSENT 


TREATMENT. 

AM indebted to Dr. L. D. Arnold for 
I an account of an old-fashioned epl- 

demic of typhoid fever in Hamburg, 
Germany, in 1926. The reason it is 
given here is because a large propor- 
tion of the cases were called “intesti- 
nal flu” and another large group was 
called “intestinal catarrh.” 

The newspapers have recently carried 
accounts of an epidemic in a large 
Western city which local boosters are 
calling “intestinal flu. We know little 
enough about influenza or flu when it 
is on its own dunghill. When it is a 
matter of intestinal flu, we know noth- 
ing. But while the health officials and 
doctors are fussing and fighting over 
intestinal flu there is a safe rule for 
the ordimary layman to follow. If he 
hears that intestinal flu is raging in a 
given town he should stay away from 
that town if he can. If he lives and 
must stay he should boil the water.

In Hamburg they had 2,500 cases 
called typhoid fever and 280 deaths 
from this disorder in a short time. 
Among the people in the poor wards 
there waS an average of 12 cases of 
typhoid for each thousand population. 
The prevalent rate among the well-to- 
do was somewhat more than one- 
In addition there was 


the name of “water diarrhea,” intesti- 
and “intestinal flu.” 


Juergens thinks that doubtless many 
of these cases were really typhoid, but 
many of them were cases due to infec- 
tion with other bacteria found in badly 
polluted water. Vaughan and his asso- 
ciates decided that the diarrheas which 
prevailed at Chickamauga during the 
Spanish war were really cases of typ- 
phoid fever’ This diarrhea both pro- 
moted and hindered the spread of 
typhoid fever. Since it was really 
typhoid, in Vaughan’s opinion, these 
cases helped to spreac the disease. For 
the same reason it hindered the spread 
by making all those who had the so- 
called diarrhea immune to the dis- 
ease.

PLAN OF DECLARER. 

Declarer should trump with the 
Four of Spades, not with an honor. 
This is not a case in which a Dummy 
entry is vital, and there is a possiblity 
that the four adverse trumps are all 
in one hand. If so, trumping with 
an honor would cost a trick. Making 
up the entry in Dummy Is not neces- 
sary because Declarer has eleven tricks 
assured and must lose one anyway. His 
hope is for a Small Slam which, with 
normal distribution of the adverse 
trumps, he can get just as well without 
an entry in Dummy as with it if the 
King of Hearts is on his right. He can 
hot accomplish his purpose if the four 
adverse trumps are all in one adverse 
hand, but with that improbable distri- 
bution the high ruff would be fatal. 

He will lead trumps until he ex- 
hausts the adverse trumps; then lead 
his five Diamonds, all of which he has 
to win in the Closed Hand; and then 
lead his small Heart. If the Heart 
trick be taken by West, the game is 
assured no matter what West leads.

AIR HAVEN, N. J., July 10.—Realiz- 
ing that he can not match boxing 
science with Gene Tunney and 

that to attempt any such foolhardy 
tactics would net him the worst beat- 
ing any challenger for a world’s heavy- 
Weight title bout ever received from a 
champion, Tom Heeney is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, preparing to seek 
to beat down the title holder on the 
night of July 26 wi*h a rushing, smash- 
ing body attack. 

“I’d be a sucker to stand up and try 
to outbox Tunney,” confessed the 
sturdy New Zealander today as he 
spread his 200-odd pounds over the 
verdant lawn of his tree-shaded cot- 
tage hard by the shore of the Shrews- 
bury River. “I figure I can wear him 
down with a body attack in ten rounds 
and then chase him all around the 
ring for the last five. 

“They tell me,” added Heeney, “that 
Tunney has not boxed more than ten 
rounds at a time in four years. Those 
extra five rounds will take a lot more 
out of him than people imagine. Don’t 
think I am boasting when J say I don’t 
think he can hit hard enough to knock 
me out. 


“Sharkey, if vou will recall, 
planted three corking rights on my 
chin in the first round of owr 
fight and yet I did not know I had 
been hit until I came back to my 
corner and my seconds gave me 
hell for leaving my chin exposed, 
I don’t imagine Tunney can hit 
any harder than Sharkey; if he 
could it wuold not have taken him 
fourteen rounds to _ dispose of 
Georges Carpentier.” 


Heeney is a colorless performer in a 
gymnasium. His sparring partners have 
no trouble belting him with straight 
lefts, but they can not work their lefts 
fast enough to keep him away. Phil 
Mercurio, a tall, rangy lad, nailed him 
with a corking left hook during their 
workout today, but before he could get 
his hands up Heeney wove in and 
smashed him with a short right under 
the heart that toox his breath away. 

Heeney may not appear to be clever, 
but he is harder to hit than he looks. 
Paul Swiderski, the lizht heavyweight 
from Syracuse, says it is next to im- 
possible to hit him twice with the 
same punch. 

Shortly before noon Heeney, accom- 
ponied by John Mortimer, his English 
manager, motored over to Long Branch

EW YORK, July 10.—To the ac- 

companiment of farewell cheers, 

band playing and flag waving, 
the American Olympic Team will set 
forth tomorrow on its quadrennial quest 
for world ‘athletic honors.

For Approving Paddock, Resigns 


OSTON, July 10 (A.P.).—George W. 
Wightman, of this city, today tele- 
graphed to Maj. Gen. Douglas Mac- 

Arthur, head of the American Olympic 
committee, nis resignation as vice pres- 
ident and aember of the committee, 
with the request that it take effect at 
once. In the telegram he severely criti- 
cized the committee for permitting 
Charles Paddock to accompany the 
lympic team to Amsterdam. 

“I can not conscientiously retain 
memtership on any committee,” Mr. 
Wightman wired Gen. MacArthur, 
“which on technical or other like 
grounds permits an athlete to represent 
the United jtates when he is notori- 
ously under suspicion as an amateur, 
anc who, theresore, may be the cause 
of destroying the fundamental purpose 
fo. which the Olympic games are held.” 

He defined this purpose as “to pro-| 
mote friendly international relations 
through competitions between amateur 
athletes of the nations entered.” He 
referred to the reported threat of the 
Southern California Association to 
withdraw its contingent if Paddock 
were not selected as “a kind of horse

THIRD CAVALRY'S ROSTER 
OF 1083-40 DIOCOVERED 


Among Names Is Col. Jerome 
Bonaparte’s and Col. Guy 
Henry’s: Grandfather’s. 


RECALLS OLD ROMANCE 


With the finding of the original 
roster of the Third Regiment, United 
States Cavalry, which was formed in 
1845-46, the fact that Col. Jerome Na- 
poleon Bonaparte 3d, nephew of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, history’s famed “Lit- 
tle Corporal,” and grandson of Jerome 
Bonaparte, King of Westphalia, once 
served with that regiment was dis- 
closed. 

Col. Guy V. Henry, U. 8. A., com- 
manding the Third Cavalry at Fort 
Myer and the citizens’ military train- 
ing camp at the fort, reported the 
discovery and yesterday it was made 
public by the War Department. The 
roster showed that Col. Henry’s grand- 
father, Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, also 
served with the regiment. 

Col. Bonaparte joined the regiment 
on July 1, 1852, following his gradua- 
tion from West Point, as second lieu- 
tenant of the cavalry. He resigned his 
commission on August 16, 1854. 

Col. Bonaparte died September 3, 
1893, near Beverly, Mass. After re- 
signing from the Third Cavalry, Bona- 
parte went to France and served with 
distinction for several years in the 
French army, where he attained the 
rank of colonel. 

He was born in Baltimore and at 
one time ‘as the hope of the Bona- 
partist party in France, and was pushed 
for the regency upon the downfall of 
Napoleon III. 

Col. Bonaparte’s grandfather, Jerome, 
married Miss Elizabeth Patterson, of 
Baltimore, but the great Napoleon 
brought about a separation and caused 
@ royal decree of divorce to be passed 
after a fruitless attempt to have Pope 
Pius VII declare the marriage void. 
In 1807 Jerome married Princess 
Catherine of Wurthenburg, but upon 
the fall of the Bo uapartes in 1813 he 
was deposed and exiled. 

Meanwhile Mme. Bonaparte, the for- 
mer Miss Patterson, disdaining of- 


fers of aid of the Bonaparte family, 
remained in England until the birth 
of her son, the father of Col. Bona- 
parte 3d, and then returned to Balti- 
more with her son.

ARMY MAKES RECORD 
WITH ALASKA RADIO 


Sets Up Point Barrow Station 
in 51 Hours; Gen. Gibbs 
Compares Times. 


Commenting on the recent estab- 
lishment of a Signal Corps radio sta- 
tion at Point Barrow, Alaska, which 
was accomplished in the record time of 
51 hours, Maj. Gen. George 8. Gibbs, 
chief signal officer of the Army, yes- 
terday compared the work of the corps 
today with that of 29 years ago. 

“Twenty-nine years ago, Elihu Root, 
Secretary of War, directed the Signal 
Corps to connect St. Michael and Val- 
dez in Alaska by electric telegraph. 
These points are 500 miles apart by 
air line. It took three years to build 
the 1,400 miles of line required to 
bring St. Michael into touch with the 
outside world,” Gen. Gibbs said. 

He pointed out that last month Sev- 
retary of War Dwight F. Davis direct- 
ed the Signal Corps to connect Point 
Barrow with the outside world. 

“In just 51 hours after the order 
was given, a radio station was estab- 
lished at Point Barrow and radio com- 
munication established with Seward, 
800 miles away,” Gen. Gibbs said. The 
record-breaking accomplishment was 
made possible by radio and airplane.

Commutes Sentence to Life 
Imprisonment on Sargent’s 
Recommendation. 


HAD SHOT GIRL IN RAGE 


President Coolidge yesterday com- 
muted to life imprisonment the death 
sentence imposed upon Malcolm How- 
ard, colored, for the murder of Jessie 
Nelson, also colored, on February 4, at 
2361 Sherman avenue northwest. How- 
ard was to be electrocuted on July 19. 
The President acted upon the recom- 
mendation of the Department of Jus- 
tice which investigated Howard’s plea 
yfor clemency’ 

This is the first time a death sen- 
tence has been commuted since the 
electric chair was installed in the Dis- 
trict Jail. Howard’s case was the first 
murder case in which women sat on 
the jury in this jurisdiction. 

It appears from the recommendation 
made to the President by Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent that the shooting of the 
colored woman was not actually pre- 
meditated, even though the jury found 
it to be. Howard’s advances had been 
rejected by the woman and he fired the 
shot in a rage. He afterwards wandered 
about the streets for three days before 
visiting the morgue where her body lay. 
He knelt beside the body and prayed 
and returned to his home where Detec- 
tive Dennis J. Murphy arrested him. 

When this case reached the Court of 
Appeals Abner Siegal, former counsel 
for Howard, attempted to obtain a new 
trial on the ground that the law per- 
mitting but not requiring women to 
serve on juries was invalid,- but the 
court found that this objection should 
have been raised before and not after 
the trial. Later Lucien Vandoren ap- 
peared as counsel for Howard and rep- 
resented the accused at the Department 
of Justice. 

The action of the President yesterday 
leaves but one man in the death row 
at the jail. He is George H. Thompson, 
colored, who is scheduled to die July 
30. for shooting Elsie R. Bowen, a col- 
ored girl, who rejected his advances. 
The girl was killed October 31, 1927, 
at her home, 1010 Kenyon street north- 
west.

Driving Without Permit and 
Transporting Seized Liquor 
Held Similar. 


If a policeman is guilty of driving 
without a permit when he takes an 
auto to the station house in the Iine 
of duty, why isn’t he guilty of trans- 
porting liquor when he moves seized 
liquor to the station house? 

This is the ticklish question which 
was propounded to Judge Robert E. 
Mattingly yesterday by E. Russell Kelly 
and Robert I. Miller, attorneys for 
Policeman Leslie Lewis, of the Third 
Precinct, who was convicted of driv- 
ing without a permit June 27. Lewis 
had been arrested while taking an au- 
tomobile, the occupants of which he 
had under arrest, to the station house.

Crossing the Atlantic
